RATION BODIES AWAIT 


"C" RATION RULING 


Local Boards to Grant Only 
Usual Ration; State OPA to 


Rule on Further Supply 


Local ration hoard officials said 


today that they are awaiting of- 
ficial confirmation'of the Associa- 
ted Press story that the OPA has 
liberalized gasoline regulations so 
that the non-preferred 
motorist, 


who has been affected by the cut 
in coupon value, can get some re- 
lief by applying for "C'1 rations if 
his present "B" book does not 
enable him to get to and 
from 


work. The new order become ef- 
fective next Wednesday, February 
21. 


Local 
ration boards .are not to 


grant the extra rations and are 
still bound to grant no more than 
378 miles of occupational driving 
a month to non-preferred users. 
After February 24, a motorist may 
make application to his board and 
the state OPA will pass on the ap- 
plication.
